A false  idea  of 
discipline  has  obtained — not  a few  thinking 
this  exclusion^  It  does  not  necessarily  mean 
to  cut  off,  but  to  train,  and  hence  the  Idea  of 
withdrawing  follow  until  evil  and  doubtful 
practices  are  repented  of — that  is,  forsaken. 
The  influence  of  such  members  is  harmful  to 
the  young,  while  they  bring  a reproach  upon 
Christianity.

The  first  transgression  changed  the 
current  of  man’s  affections  and  made  self  the 
centre  of  his  activities.  Regeneration  re- 
verses the  trend  of  man’s  life  and  makes  God 
the  ceijtre  of  the  sphere  of  his  exist- 
ence; Whoever  is  botn  of  God  no  longer 
%as  self  as  the  centre  in  the  sphere  of  his  ac- 
i tivities.  He  is  no  longer  aettnted  by  the 
principle  of  sin. 

2.  Such  an  interpretation  properly  place 
the  moral  quality  of  conduct.

Kau|,”  or  even  out  of  it,  that  can  jbe  called 
• good  wi'hout  qualification,  except  a good 
r wlll.r ’ Let  us  distinguish,  however,  between 
a good  will  and  a good  wish.

the ’‘indefinite  call"  as  for  the  “annual  call." 
The  leading  membets  of  the  church  had  con- 
cluded that  it  was  time. for  a change  in  the 
pastoral  relation,  as  the  old  pastor  had  out 
livid  his  usefulness;  and  so  a motion  was 
made  in  conference  to  call  a new  pastor, 
whitfh  was  prevented  from  b ing  put  at  once, 
only  by  the  rising  of  one  of  the  old  brethren, 
who  asked  that  the  matter  be  postponed  one 
week,  which,  out  of  deference  to  him,  was 
done.  During  the  wetk  this  brother  made  a 
Canvass  of  the  membership  to  ascertain  the 
attitude  of  the  people  more  fully  toward  the 
pastor,  asking  each  one,  if  he  had  kept  up 
the  good  habit  of  praying  for  the  pastor,  that 
he  may  bave  power  from  God  with  men  in 
his  great  woik.  The  expected  happened;  not 
a member  could  be  found  who  had  not  ceased 
to  refneraber  the  pastor,  when  at  the  throne 
off  grice.  A pledge  was  exacted  from  every 
one  that  special  -prayi rs  should  be  made 
daily  during  the  week  for  the  pastor.  Now 
during  all  this  time  of  great  dearth  in  the 
prayers  of  the  people  for  their  pastor,  he  him- 
selt  was  wishing  for  a change,  and  was  ask- 
ing the  Lord  if  it  was  not  time  to  have  an- 
other field  of  labor.  Sunday  morning  came, 
the  Sunday  on  which  they  were  to  call  a 
pastor.  The  house,  of  course,  was  crowded. 
The  pastor  arose;  and,  there  was  a sweetness 
about  his  voice  that  they  had  not  heard  for  a 
long  time — not  since  they  ceased  to  pray  for 
him.  His  prayers  were  very  touching  in- 
deed; Bndi  his  sermon  had  the  old  time  swing, 
a^d  flow  of  heart  and  soul  that  caught  and 
melted  every  heart. 

Wbien  the  conference  was  called,  the  need- 
ed "dbange"  had  already  taken  place;  and 
they  ail  said  thpy  wanted  no  other  preacher, 
and  tike  preacher  said  he  wanted  no  other 
fchurcjt — this  is  one  way  to  call  a pastor;  call 
anew  the  one  you  have,  and  support  him 
after  the  call  through  all  the  years  of  his 
ministry,  by  his  prayers. 

We  earnestly  commend  the  above  method 
to  all  the  churches  needing  pastors,  or  need- 
ing a “change”  in  the  pastor  they  now 
hive.  : 

Above  all  things,  deal  gently  with  the 
Lord’s  servants,  considering  thyself  a servant 
also. 

It  affords  us  very  great  pleasure  to  present 
to  our  readers,  with  our  endorsement,  this 
excellent  paragraph  from  the  editorial  de- 
partmetjt  of  the  Commercial- Appeal.

There  will  still  be  lynchings  for  the 
crime  of  raroe;  but  for  oi  her  offenses  it  Is  to  he 
hoped  the  usual  methods  of  pujiisment  will- 
be  looked  upon  fts  -nfficient.  fcle  will  not 
succeed  in  punishing  any  of  those  who  are  at 
present  charged  *ith  having  participated  in 
the  various  Iyuch'ings,  but  he  wijl  succeed  in 
giving  th  - machinery  of  the  courts  such  a 
definite  and  concentrated  direetjon  that  the 
people  who  usually  constitute  mobs  will  see 
the  danger  of  tempting  the  fates  too  far.  . 

“ Very  njaturally  Governor  Longino  is  ex- 
citing the  ife,  and  f^ceiviug  the  criticism  of 
those  who  feat  for  themselveB  and  their 
friends  the  jconsiquences  of  too  deep  a scru- 
tiny into  he  offenses  committed.  Ill-na- 
tured things  are  being  said  and  written 
about  him  n order  that  the  force  <>!  his  efforts 
may  be  wefikered  Quite  as  naturally,  but 
less  excusably,  there  are  others  who  seize  upon 
hi  activity  of  the  governor  to  i^iake  politi- 
cal capital  out  of  It;  but  these  overreach 
themselves  and  render  neutral  tjieir  vindic- 
tiveness. * 'hey  administer  poison,  it  is  true, 
but  in  such  large  dcses  that  it  oyerloads  the 
public  stomach,  proves  an  emetic  and  is 
thrown  off  1 store  it  has  time  to  permeate  the 
system  and  corrupt  the  blood,  j The  good 
people  and  tjhe  healthier  sentimekt  are  with 
him,  and  th  ; good  people  and  the  healthier 
sentiment  aie  with  him,  and  the  ^ood  people 
always  prev  til.

The  article  on  Bajftism  in  Hastings’  Dic- 
tionary of  the  Bible,  by  Alfred  Plummer, 
master  of  University  College,  Durham,  cov- 
ers six  and  one-half  p ges.  It  is  ostensibly 
a thorough-going  research  after  “a  secure  in- 
duction.’’  The  subject  is  discussed  under 
five  captions  — terminology,  Old  Testament 
types,  partial  anticipations,  history  of  Chris- 
tian baptism,  doctrine  of  Christian  bap'ism. 

His  investigation  into  the  use  of  the  Greek 
words  for  baptism,  in  both  the  LXX,  and  the 
New  Testament  results  in  establishing  their 
meaning  “to  dip”  or  “to  immerse.” 

His  examination  into  the  Old  Testament 
types,  Paul’s  re.erence  to  the  cloud  and  the 
sea,  and  Peter’s  to  the  deluge,  floes  not  in- 
validate the  meaning  of  bap'ism  as  immer- 
sion. 

His  review  of  the  partial  anticipations  of 
Christian  baptism  is  fair  to  the  facts.  He 
shows  that  it  is  a mere  working  hypothesis 
that  can  place  Jewish  proselyte  baptism 
antirior  to  John’s.  T1  ere  is  no  citation  to 
literature  prove  it.

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Chief  Justice  Marshall,  it  is  said,  u«ed  to 
tell,  with  great  glee,  the  following  corre- 
spondence between  Governor  Gilts,  of  Vir- 
ginia, and  Patrick  Henry:
